FSRST  WE  PRESENT  OUR  PRESIDENT

...WHO  SAYS 


Twenty  years  ago,  I  sat  as  president,  for  the  first  time, 
with  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  charge  of  this  institution.  In 
response  to  an  inquiry  as  to  plans  to  be  pursued  by  the  new 
administration,  I  described  at  some  length  an  auditorium 
that  I  wished  to  have  built.  I  had  served  here  as  director  of 
public  speaking  and  as  dramatic  coach  so  long  that  I  felt 
the  imperative  need  of  a  good  auditorium  and  a  com- 
modious stage,  and  I  wanted  the  building  to  be  imposing 
enough  to  take  hold  of  the  imaginations  of  the  students. 
When  I  described  what  I  wanted,  seating  capacity  and 
architectural  appeal,  at  least  one  member  of  the  Board 
suggested  that  I  was  a  visionary.  Some  of  the  members  did 
not  believe  that  we  should  ever  have  need  of  an  auditorium 
seating  1700  people,  and  with  a  stage  such  as  I  had  de- 
scribed. 

Last  year  the  students  asked  me  to  write  a  page  listing 
the  high  spots  in  my  experience  as  a  teacher.  For  reasons 
that  I  need  not  go  into,  I  did  not  attempt  it,  but  if  I  were 
to  write  on  that  theme  this  year,  I  should  list  the  opening 
days  of  the  fall  term  of  this  present  academic  year.  When 
we  projected  our  great  auditorium,  I  held  a  faltering  sort 
of  hope  that  some  day  it  might  be  filled  with  college  men 
and  women,  but  I  did  not  expect  to  live  long  enough  to  see 
the  great  day.  This  year  has  seen  the  vision  transformed 
into  a  reality. 

When  we  projected  the  auditorium,  we  had  a  faculty 
numbering  thirty-six,  many  of  the  members  with  inadequate 
preparation;  today  we  have  a  faculty  numbering  one  hun- 
dred fourteen,  sixteen  of  whom  have  attained  the  docto- 
rate, and  fifty-four  others  have  passed  the  goal  of  the 
master's.  The  auditorium,  in  my  mind,  symbolizes  our  as- 
pirations and  achievements.  As  one  approaches  the  cam- 
pus from  almost  any  direction,  the  body  of  the  auditorium 
is  masked  by  the  other  buildings  or  by  trees,  but  from  Thorp 
Hill  to  the  west,  or  any  of  the  hills  to  the  south,  the  traveller 
along  our  highways  may  see,  any  afternoon,  the  dome  of 
the  building,  floating  like  a  great  red  bubble  above  the  tree 
-tops,  symbolizing  an  aspiration,  a  dream,  and  at  the  same 
-time  a  reality. 
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The  pictures  we  have  chosen  for 
our  view  section  are  of  those  spots 
about  the  campus  that  are  familiar 
to  every  student  who  has  gone  to 
school  here. 

Who  of  us  cannot  remember  how 
Lake  Ridgeway  becomes  a  fairy  lake 
in  the  warm  spring  sunshine — how  we 
have  spent  hours  skipping  chips  over 
its  sparkling  surface? 

And  to  forget  how  we  have  stood 
about  in  groups  on  the  auditorium 
steps  would  be  to  forget  an  integral 
part  of  our  college  life. 


THE  AUDITORIUM 
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THE  MAIN  BUILDING 
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We  have  so  little  snow  in  South- 
ern Illinois  that  it  delights  us  to  see 
our  campus  glistening  in  the  snow. 
The  view  from  Anthony  Hall  with  the 
ice-covered  tountain  in  the  fore- 
ground is  especially  lovely. 

The  Main  Building  is  the  oldest  on 
our  campus,  and  the  voices  of  gen- 
erations of  students  have  echoed 
down  its  halls.  We  are  only  one  more 
generation  to  climb  its  dark  stairs 
and  to  read  the  motto,  (in  the  old 
Zetetic  Society  Hall),  "Learn  to  labor 
and  to  wait." 
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High  up  in  the  tower  ot  the  old 
Science  building  pre-med  students 
busy  themselves  with  small  animals, 
while  on  the  main  floor  freshmen 
bend  anxiously  over  microscopes. 
Later  these  same  botany  classes  will 
be  held  out  under  the  trees,  and  mys- 
terious little  tags  will  appear  on  all 
the  bushes. 

The  Old  Science  Building  is  the 
most  romantic  on  our  campus.  Seen 
silhouetted  against  a  moonlit  sky,  its 
towers  and  battlements  are  like  those 
of  a  medieval  castle.

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In  this,  the  1933  OBELISK,  the  staff  has 
attempted  to  depart  from  the  customs  of 
our  predecessors  in  dispensing  with  a 
formal  theme,  and  in  placing  all  the 
emphasis  on  student  life. 
We  have  wished  to  create  for  you  a  book 
of  memories,  the  memories  of  your  activi- 
ties for  1932-33,  to  preserve  with  camera 
and  pen  the  people,  the  places,  and  the 
events  that  have  occupied  your  time  for 
the  past  nine  months.  We  have  combined 
the  important  and  universal  with  the  trivial 
to  complete  the  panorama  of  the  year. 
May  this  book  serve  to  supplement  with 
picture  and  prose  the  memories  that  you 
have  now,  and  to  deepen  your  love  for 
your  life  here  in  the  college.

From  the  standpoint  of  games  won,  Carbondale  suffered  one  of  the 
worst  seasons  in  recent  years.  The  season  was  begun  with  only  ten  ex- 
perienced men,  and  it  was  a  desperate  struggle  throughout  to  maintain 
any  level  of  efficiency. 

Injuries  contributed  the  biggest  handicap  to  Southern's  loss  of  im- 
portant games.  Owing  to  the  loss  of  Captain  Patton,  who  did  not  return 
this  year,  and  of  Captain  Sisney,  who  was  injured,  the  team  was  without 
a  leader  the  entire  year.  "Hippo"  Sisney  wrenched  his  knee  in  the  first 
game  of  the  season  and  was  out  the  remainder  of  the  year.  During  the 
last  two  minutes  of  the  second  game,  which  was  with  Illinois  Wesleyan, 
Cannon  Storment  received  a  bad  knee  injury  which  resulted  in  his  being 
out  all  season,  and  later  Stephens  received  a  broken  hand.  With  the 
exception  of  Wimberly,  not  a  man  ended  the  season  that  started  on 
the  eleven. 

It  was  unfortunate  that  injuries  should  have  prevented  these  men 
from  finishing  their  last  season  with  the  Maroons.

Because  of  the  two-team  combination  used  during  the  basketball 
season  last  year,  Coach  McAndrew  was  able  to  begin  this  season  with 
a  team  that  had  had  a  year's  practice  in  playing  together  in  addition  to 
the  experience  gained  from  a  season  of  participation  in  college  games.

The  greatest  attraction  of  the  year  in  intramural  sports  was  the 
boxing  and  wrestling  tournament  which  has  become  an  annual  spring 
affair.
